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O (57) Abstract: A Personal Area Network Security Domain (PSD) is formed between devices (142, 150, 152, 154 and 156). The PSD 
allows the sharing of data and/or resources between the devices within the PSD. The devices within the PSD are located remotely 
from one another. For example, communication between device (150 and 156) will be performed via mobile or cellular telephone 

^ network (120), the Internet (140) and mobile or cellular telephone network (126). Each network (120, 126) is provided with a PSD 
Hub, which enables an IPsec secure connection between the devices (150 and 156) to be established. 
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
